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In preparing the following course in history I have tried es* 
pecially to have a unified aim, and to remember the aims of the 
elementary and secondary schools as given by Professor Paul H. 
Hanust — in a word, that in the elementary school the whole field 
of knowledge in its elements should be presented to the child; 
and that in the secondary school, a student should be helped to 
discover his permanent interests, made self-directing, and 
trained for a life of service to others. 

The central thought for the teachers is co-operation under 
leadership. No unified course is possible without this. In every 
grade the knowledge by the teachers of the various investi- 
gations in the teaching of history, is presupposed. The report 
of the Committee of Seven and Miss Salmon^s monograph, es- 
pecially, should be familiar to all. Each teacher, besides study- 
ing her own work in detail, should understand the work of 
ever)' other year in outline. 

The books in the Teachers' Reference Library should in- 
clude the various history reports; Hinsdale's '*How to Teach 
and Study History;'* McMurray's "Method of the Recitation;" 
Lange's '* Apperception;" and the programme of study of such 
cities as New Haven, Trenton, San Francisco, Akron, East 
Orange, and Superior. From such a study a teacher should 
develop a much better and more personal * 'method," and teach 
with more inspiration, than if every detail of work were planned 
for her. 

This course is compiled from the various history reports since 
1892 and makes no claim to originality. The chief authority 
is the Report of the Committee of Seven, modified by Miss Sal- 
man's monograph. Miss Hazard's pamphlet, and the course of 
history at Superior, Wisconsin. It was prepared as part of a 
piece of written work at Radcliffe, and I had particularly in 
mind a unified course for Lee, where, for five years I had the 
pleasure of teaching history.

The teacher should remember that the child has still little idea of law, politics) 
or constitutions, so in her stories, which should be largely oral, she should keep 
to narrative and action. Lange's Apperception is a most interesting and helpful 
book on this subject.
